hurt while employed by the City of Austin, and she was asking for financisl aid. flo

her family. The City Attorney explained the whole case, stating the Clty held
no’ 1lisbility for this accident; end that $200,00 hed been paid to the femily,
and RUFUS WYNN hod signed a release upon receipt of the $200.00., He stst ed ad-
ditionel money had been given this family since this payment of the $200.00.
Dr. Primer stated the Welfare Department had helped them on numerous occasions;
had patd their bille; and that the last he had heard of them, both were employed.
The Mayor stated he knew of nothing the City could do; if it were a case of ab-
solute need, the Welfare Department would handle the case. Councilman Johnson
moved that this request te deferred until the next meeting, and that the City
Marager get the complete file on this case for the Council's information., The
motion carried by the following vote, efter having been duly seconded:

MR, 8, R. FULMORE appeared before the Council asking that this area be
zoned "C" Commercial, as it was not a good location for ®BY Residential, and

n3

would never develop into a good apartment house location., MR, NICK HORNSBY ap
peared in opposition, stating he and those living there that wanted to make thei
homes there permanently did not want the commercisal zone; and also for the zvod
of the boulevard, he was in opposition %o the change. He stated the terrain
was not suitable for commercial zoning, and the steep hill would not be good for
heavy traffic if there were carsg parking and backing out from commereial estab-

lishmente in that vicinity. He stated no major companies would select a locatio
with such a slope; and if the large companies did not build, only small stands w
be erected which would not enhance the beauty or value of the land, He stated
Lamar already was crowded; and if there were commercial paerking slong, the
thoroughfare would be narrowed. MR, JACOB LESSER asked that if the whole area
were not changed to Commerciaml, he wonld like for his property to be changed,

as he had some good offers from some excellent commercial interests. Mr. E, H.
LENTHE asked that his property be changed, as he wanted to erect some signs

there. MR, R, O, AMMANN stated this properiy was definitely commercial property
as the boulevard made it too dangerous for residential property. MR, H. L. OWEN

uld
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stated he wanted to sell his property and move, and he felt the boulevard mede if
too dangerous for his children to live there. He did not feel that it would be
good residential property. MR, M. H. CROCEET®, JR,, stated the required 25!
set-back would take care of the parking situation if the area were zoned com-
mercial; snd with the off-atreet parking, there would be no parking problem, He
stated 1t could not be developed until the zone was: changed and he wes in favor df
the Commercial zone, MR. HORNSBY stated large signa erected would not enhance tHe
beauty of the boulevard nor emall commercial tuildings, and that he wes interegted
in the boulevard as a whole. The Council did not take action on this, but deferd
red it until the next meeting on the 15th of December in order to give the
Council ample time to make a personal inspection of this particular area.
